Elementary Schools 
Lack Facilities 


An interview with Joseph Cassidy, on 
the facilities available to elementary stud- 
ents revealed the following facts: 


Children in the elementary schools in 
the North Scott school district are being 
cheated when their facilities are compared 
with those of the high school. 

The facilities in the elementary schools 
almost stymie us from hiring teachers 
right out of college. This is such a pro- 
blem because graduate teachers just don’t 
want to have to do their own janitorial 
work. Not only is this a problem now, but 
in future years it will get worse because 
many of the present -elementary teachers 
will be quitting or retiring. Then who will 
teach the elementary children? 

Another problem right now is the short- 
age of elementary teachers. The only thing 
North Scott can offer is a good salary 
scale, but Davenport is just as good and 
Riverdale’s is even better. 

About the only reason graduate teachers 
come to North Scott to teach the elemen- 
tary grades is because their parents or 
good friends live near by. 

Many subjects such as art, music and 
physical education can’t be properly 
taught because of the lack of special teach- 
ers and facilities. 

Although speech help is offered to ele- 
mentary students, the parents are respon 
sible for getting them to the speech centers 
and this sometimes proves impossible. 

The average age of the elementary build-
